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County officials protest proposed cuts 
to senior home-deliver meals program

Although finding a new senior 
center for the Crawford County 
Commission remains a top issue, 


county officials are taking steps fo 


make sure their voices are heard as 
state lawmakers ponder cuts to 
home-delivered meals and in-home 
service programs. 


The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, at its regularly 
monthly meeting held on Aug. 19, 
approved a resolution to protest 
potential cuts to the state's Office of 
Services to the Aging. 

Dave Stephenson, chairman of the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, said Bill Ballenger, 
a political pundit who follows 


Michigan government, projected the 
state budget shortfall to be $3 billion 
for the fiscal year starting on Oct. 1. 
Initial estimates were for a $1.5 bil- 
lion shortfall. 

The Senate, 
Representatives and Gov. Jennifer 
M. Granholm have ruled out an 
increase in the state’s income tax 
and sales tax, but closing tax loop-

holes and sin taxes — taxes placed on 
alcohol and tobacco purchases — are 
being considered by some elected 
officials. 

In July, the Republicans in the 
House of Representatives released a 
proposal to balance the budget for 
next year, Their recommendations 
included a whopping $24 million

Klein's wife, Marjory, was cared for by 
Hospice employees after she suffered a 
series of slight strokes and died in March 
2003.

Gerald Balmes, the zon- 
ing administrator and 
enforcement officer for 
Beaver Creek Township, 
said that Guay's downfall 
was a feature story on her 
activities, which appeared in 
the Oct. 16, 2008 edition of 
the Crawford County 
Avalanche. He said he field- 
ed a number of complaints 


the newspaper. Guay, how- 
ever, said that she garnered 
several donations and sup- 
porters after the Avalanche 
ran the story. 

On the same day, Balmes 
sent a letter to Guay telling 
her the cat rescue did not 
comply with the township's 
zoning ordinance. Guay's 
property, located off of Old 
U.S. 27, is in a low-density 
residential zoning district. 
Indoor kennels or veterinary 
clinics are only allowed in 
community services com- 
mercial or agriculture zoned 
districts.

Recovery Act money $ 
supports forest project

U.S. Congressman Bart 
Stupak (D-Menominee) 
announced $695,000 for for- 
est service projects in the 
Ottawa, Hiawatha, and 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forests. 

The funding is provided 
through the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) as part of the 
American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act. 

The capital improvement 
projects include $515,000 
for the deferred mainte- 
nance of recreation and 
administrative sites across 
the Ottawa, Hiawatha, and 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forests, The projects were 
planned to take place, but 
were put on hold due to a 
lack in funding, said 
Michelle Begnoche, spokes- 
woman for Rep, Stupak. 

Additionally, $180,000 
for trail bridge maintenance 
and reconstruction across 
the Ottawa, Hiawatha, and 
Huron-Manistee National 
Forests, 

“Our thousands of acres 
of national forests are part of 
what define the beauty of 
northern Michigan,” Stupak 
said. “This funding will help 
preserve and restore these 
national treasures while cre- 
ating job opportunities in

The American Recovery 
and Reinvestment Act fund- 
ing for Forest Service pro- 
jects is intended to help 
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safety and creating job 
Opportunities in economi- 
cally distressed areas. To 
date, the USDA _ has 
announced $1.03 billion of 
the $1.15 billion - or 89 per- 
cent - of funds authorized by 
American Recovery and 
Reinvestment for Forest’ 
Service projects. 
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DEADLINE FOR _ finding 
unhappy and probably temporary 
solutions to Michigan’s annual 
state budget problems is drawing 
ever closer. 

The current year’s state budget 
runs out in about four weeks and 
no solution is apparent to bring 
expected spending in line with 
expected income for the state’s fis- 
cal year that begins Oct. 1. 

Making it tougher to put the 
pieces into place is Michigan’s 
increasingly perilous economic 
situation. Collections from exist- 
ing state sources have kept going 
downward as our shifting business 
and jobs terrain continues to weak- 
en. 

At last word, the shortage 
between in and out seems to be in 
the neighborhood of $2.7 billion to 
operate state government for the 


next year. ; 
The Democratic governor 
(Jennifer Granholm), the 


Democratic house speaker (Andy 
Dillon), and the Republican leader 
of the state senate (Michael 
Bishop) have been carrying on 
intermittent closed-door sessions 
to figure out what to do about it.

Mr. Bishop at the helm, many

State budget showdown drawing closer 


weeks ago adopted their own bud- 
get-balancing plan, which slices 
and dices state spending in specif- 
ic terms to span the gap with no 
new taxes. Minority Democrats 
don’t have much input in the state 
senate. 

The Democratic- controlled state 
house, under Mr. Dillon’s leader- 
ship, has not formally taken up the 
senate program nor produced a 
plan of its’ own. Minority 
Republicans don’t have much con- 
trol in the state house. 

Gov. Granholm’s office, mean- 
while, in the past few .weeks 
reportedly has floated several trial 
balloons about various budget con- 


Siderations including vee or 


new taxes. 

Eventually everything will, come 
together, and house and senate, 
legislature and ‘administration, 
Republicans and Democrats will 
forge some sort of package. 
Nobody will be completely satis- 
fied, many will be unhappy, but it 
will get done. 

It may take a shutdown of state 
government, as it did in 2007 for a 
half-day, but the state will survive 
— at least for now. 

* * *- 

ONLY TWO realistic solutions 

to the 2009-10 budget dilemma are 


available. 

One is to cut state spending to 
make ends meet. 

The other is to raise additional 
revenue to bring income and outgo 
to the same level, which would 
mean higher taxes or more state 
fees or some other veiled method 
to pick more dollars from the 
pockets of taxpayers. 

The eventual solution likely will 
involve a combination of the two. 

Dangling from the federal 
money tree is the enticing promise 
— or hope — of about $2.5 billion in 
stimulus dollars headed to 
Michigan during the coming bud- 
get year. The federal money would 
almost make the state budget 
shortfall disappear, at’ least for 


‘ another year, along with a measly 


$200 million or so in spending 
cuts." ° 

Of course, if earmarked now, 
federal stimulus dollars would not 
be at hand for the 2010-11 fiscal 


_ year, so 13 months from how — 


unless Michigan’s economy picks 
up sharply by then — the annual 


budget problern would be $2.5 bil- 


lion greater than already forecast, 
or about $5 billion. 

However, this state Gail 
attacks money problems by using 
anything at hand to handle today’s 


crisis, and let tomorrow fend for. 


itself, 

Case in point: Whatever hap- 
pened to the millions from tobacco 
companies scheduled to come to 
Michigan in annual installments 
for a number of years? 

Faced with another dollar 
crunch a few years ago, tobacco 
funds were “sold” for immediate 
cash, which was assigned for col- 
lege tuition grants which now face 
sacrifice on the altar of financial 
necessity.

BECAUSE OF the recession, or 
mini-depression, that still racks 
our country — and many other 
nations, too - Michigan probably 
has suffered the worst of any state, 
and that’s reflected in the recurring 
budget crises for state government. 

Local governments, especially 
schools, also face the as 
dollar squeeze. 

It’s instructive to review some of 
Gov. Granholm’s speeches and 
plans when she was first elected in 
2002, and how her early optimism 
has faded year by year. It’s not 
much fun to be the state’s leader 
while jobs disappear and people 
hunger for help. 

Over the years, the Michigan 
public has helped paint state and 


local governments into a financial 
corner. 
Through our elected representa- 


ives and sometimes by the ballot 


box, we have demanded services, 
programs and benefits that eventu- 
ally have stretched far beyond our 
means and our willingness to pay 
higher taxes to finance the expand- 
ed services. 

Unless the people are willing to 
lower our expectations from gov- 
ernment, we must somehow come 
up with the resources to pay the 


. bills. 


The unhappy choice is a real 
one: Either pay higher taxes, or 
receive fewer benefits. 

Certainly Michigan will come 
out of the financial doldrums even- 
tually, but it may take several 
years. 

In the meantime, we can expect 
annual tugs of war when budget 
time rolls around for our state gov- 
ernment, our schools and other 


units of government which serve 


the public and survive on taxpayer 
dollars.

If you don’t like him/her, 
you can change. Waiting to 
see a doctor. Oh, dear me, 
what a non-problem. If you 
want to see a doctor that 
day, you go to.the surgery 
and sign in, sit down and 
wait for the first available 
doctor to see you, usually 
within a couple of hours. 
No waiting for weeks, If 
you have a few days in 
hand, you can make an 
appointment with your 
own doctor, for whatever 
time is convenient. The cost 
is free, not even a co-pay.

Protecting the Great 
Lakes from Asian Carp 


- In 1972, a fish farmer in 
Arkansas bought some 
Chinese fish, called bighead 


‘carp, to help control algae in 


his ponds. He and others 
used the fish at contained 
fish ponds in the south for 
over two decades, until a 
1994 flood washed several 
thousand of the fish out of 
the ponds and into the 
Missouri River. Since then, 
the fish - which can grow to 
be more than a yard in length 
and weigh up.to 100 pounds 
— have reproduced and 


- Migrated throughout U.S. 


waterways, and now big- 


heads and other species of . 


Asian carp are the most 
abundant fish in portions of 
the Missouri and Mississippi 
Rivers. 

The ‘problem is that, 
because the quick-growing 
fish are large, prolific, and 
eat, huge amounts of food (up 
to 40 percent of their own 
body weight each day), the 
carp out-compete native 
species of fish for food, liv- 
ing space, and spawning 
areas, and they wreak havoc 
on the fragile ecosystems of 
the rivers and waterways. 

We have witnessed the 
ecological destruction 
caused by the fish, and the 
accompanying financial bur- 
den, for many years, And 
now, bighead carp are con- 
tinuing their northward 
migration up the Mississippi 
River and are close to invad- 
ing the Great Lakes, which 
are connected to the river 
through a man-made sanitary 
and ship canal in Chicago. 

There are a number of 
things we can do — and have 
done — to help keep the Great 
Lakes free of this invasive 
species. 

The Army Corps of 
Engineers built an electric 
dispersal barrier to prevent 
the carp and other non-native 
fish from moving between 
the Mississippi River and the 
Great Lakes. The electric 
barrier is made of long steel 
cables that are attached to the 
bottom of the canal. 
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voltage current is sent 
through the cables, which 
creates an electric wall in the 
water, This electric barrier 
is not harmful to fish, but 
they turn back when they 
swim into the electric current 
rather than continuing 
through it. A temporary 
barrier first became opera- 
tional in 2002, and the Army 
Corps is currently working 
toward completion of a per- 
manent barrier. 

The barrier will hopefully 
keep Asian carp from enter- 
ing the lakes from the 
Mississippi River, but we 
also need to guard against 
the possibility of the fish 
being introduced into the 
lakes in other- ways. . 


As we saw with the 


Arkansas fish farmer, a sin- 


gle person buying some of 
these live fish can have dev- 


_astating - and costly ~ eco- 


logical consequences. A 
1900 law called the Lacey 
Act prohibits the importation 
or interstate transportation of 
any species that it designates 
as “injurious” — which are 
Species that threaten the 
interests of people, agricul- 
ture, forestry or wildlife of 
our country, 

I recently introduced a bill 
in the Senate, the Asian Carp 
Prevention and Control Act, 
that would classify the big- 
head carp as injurious under 
the Lacey Act, thereby mak- 
ing it illegal to import or 
transport the fish live and, 
hopefully, help to minimize 
the risk of intentional intro- 
duction. Three other species 
of Asian carp (silver, 


' Jargescale silver, and black) 


have previously been classi- 
fied as injurious. under the 
Lacey Act. 

T hope that my bill will be 
approved by Congress and 
signed into law, and together 
with the completion of the 
permanent electric barriers, 
these safeguards should help 


‘to ensure that the dighead 


carp are kept out of our pre- 
cious Great Lakes.

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Summary of Self- 
Righteousness 


faith in Christ is our only hope 
of righteousness, “4For 
Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one 
that believeth.” (Rom. 10:4). 
We saw last week that only 
Christ is righteous. So in 
Romans 10:5 we have the 
final word on self righteous- 
ness by trying keep God’s 
law: “SFor Moses describeth 
the righteousness which is of 
the law, That the man which 
doeth those things shall live 
by them.” The quote is from 
Leviticus 18:5: “5Ye shall 
therefore keep my statutes, 
and my judgments: which if a 
man do, he shail live in them: 
1 am the LORD.” We are 
reminded that God revealed 
this through Moses. God set 
the standard for righteous- 
ness. The human requirement 
to attain this righteousness is 
{otal and perfect obedience to 
every law of God for your 
entire lifetime. 

Humans always reason 
they can be good enough or 
do enough good deeds to be 
saved, In Matthew 19:16 we 
read: “l6And, behold, one 
came and said unto him, Good 
Master, what good thing shall 
I do, that I may have eternal 
life?” When Jesus quoted 
some of the things in the law 
he replied in verse 20: 

“20The young man saith unto 


him, All these things have I 
kept from my youth up: what 
lack I yet?” Jesus pointed out 
one area of his failure and he 
want away sorrowful. 

In Luke 10:25 a lawyer 
did the same thing tempting 
Him: “25And, behold, a cer- 
tain lawyer stood up, and 
tempted him, saying, Master, 
what shall 1 do to inherit eter- 
nal life?’ When Jesus asked 
him what the law required he 
said in verse 27: “27And he 
answering said, Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy strength, 
and with all thy mind; and thy 
neighbour as thyself.” Rather 
than acknowledge that this is 
impossible, he asked Jesus, 
“who is my neighbor?” He 
was still trying to justify him- 
self according to verse 29: 
“29But he, willing to justify 
himself, said unto Jesus, And 
who is my neighbour? 
People still tempt God by try- 
ing to justify themselves by 
human reasoning. 

{8And a certain ruler 
asked him, saying, Good 
Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life?” (Luke 
18:18). When told his riches 
were his failure he was very 
sorrowful, When Jesus was 
asked by his disciples who 
then could be saved, Jesus 
responded in verse 27: 
“27And he said, The things 
which are impossible with

men are possible with God.” It 
is humanly impossible to 
inherit cternal life by good 
works. Salvation comes only 
through personal faith in the 
death, burial, and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ for our sins 
that His perfect righteous life 
may be imputed to us. No 
human can do the impossible 
of being perfect. 

This brings us to the sec- 
ond part of Romans 10:5: 
“|... That the man which doeth 
those things shall live by 
them.” This is humanly 
impossible to obey God’s law 
perfectly from birth to death. 
As Romans 2:13 reminds us it 
is not enough to know, we 
must be doers of the law: 
“13(For not the hearers of the 
law are just before God, but 
the doers of the law shall be 
justified.” As Galatians 3:10 
says, “‘10For as many as are of 
the works of the law are under 
the curse: for it is written, 
Cursed is every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things which 
are written in the book of the 
law to do them.” As James 
2:10 says: ‘10For whosoever 
shall keep the whole law, and 
yet offend in one point, he is 
guilty of all.” Pastor “B”

“When it was brought to 
our attention by,a former 
shelter board member. that 
the NCMCE had helped out 
other animal shelters within 
its service area, we were 
very encouraged to apply,” 
said Cheryll Ruley, AVAS 
secretary/treasurer. “It was 
a simple process and we are 
honored to.receive this grant 
allowing us to hélp more 
local cat owners with this 
long-time problem.’ 

The PSLF Progtam was 
developed when pastry chef 
Judy Smith of Riverwoods 
Specialty Desserts and 
Shirley Sanders of Grayling 
Hospital for Animals 
(GHFA) organized the “Not 
Your Average Bake Sale” in 
July, 2008 at Glen’s Market. 
Along with a team of volun- 
teers and GHFA staff mem- 
bers, and in partnership with 
AVAS, the group raised 
more than $1,071, helping 
35 local cats get spayed. 

Since that first event, two 


more bake sales, held during 


the Christmas Walk and at 
Penrod’s Canoeing during 
the marathon: time trials, 


have brought the total num- 


ber of cats altered to nearly 
60. oe 

“The sales have been very 
well received,” said AVAS 
shelter director Chery! 
Postma. “The work done 
thus far means we have 
potentially . 
births of hundreds of kittens 
into an already overblown 
cat population.” 

With the help from the 
NCMCF Common Grant, 
AVAS expects to be nearing 
100 cats spayed or neutered 
through the PSLF by the end 
of the grant cycle in August, 
2010. “But, we also expect 
to expend the grant amount 
long before that because the 
need is so great in our com- 
munity,” said Postma. 

Over the years, the shelter 
and GHFA have been heart- 
broken to find kittens aban- 
doned on their doorsteps 
and elsewhere, often in 
frigid temperatures or 
soaked by rain and often 
very sick.

owner's circumstance. 

_ The shelter is currently 
full of kittens and adult cats 
awaiting adoption. There is 
often no room to take in lit- 
ters of kittens without caus- 
ing the shelter cat popula- 
tion to rise beyond 
Michigan Department of 
Agriculture standards, 
Because AVAS doesn’t use 
euthanasia as a means of 
population control, the shel- 
ter can’t always accept lit- 
ters of kittens or adult cats. 

The most often mentioned 
reason why owners do not 
have their pets spayed or 
neutered is affordability. 
This program helps low 
income cat owners afford 
surgery. While everyone at 
AVAS and GHFA would like 
to help alter all companion 
animals, the PSLF is exclu- - 
sively for cats at this time. 
AVAS is currently working 
to find funding for dogs. 

Through the program, the 
cost will be $20 to the cat’s 
owner with the remaining 
cost of the surgery to be paid 
through the PSLF. Cat own- 
ers wishing to take advan- 
tage of this opportunity 
should call the shelter at 
348-4117. This program is 
limited to low to moderate 
income __ residents of 
Crawford County. 

If you are considering 
adding a feline friend to 
your household, please 
make adoption your first 
option. There are many cats 
and kittens awaiting adop- 
tion at AVAS.

on nursing homes, In addi- 
tion, Office of Services to 
the Aging funded services 
divert seniors from nursing 
homes, where they . are 
required to spend down their 
life savings to be eligible for 
Medicaid. The 90 percent 
cut. proposed by House 
Republicans would end ser- 
vices for more than 67,000 


older Michigan residents. 


Finally, residents are 
encouraged to stress the 
need for more home-based 
programs since more 4,600 
are on waiting lists. 

Jack Mahank, chairman 
of the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging 
(COA), said the organiza- 
tion is already dealing with 
a $8,981! decrease in fund- 
ing - or a 15.8 percent 
decrease - from Oct. 1, 2008 
fiscal year to Oct. 1, 2009 
fiscal year for home-deliv- 
ered meal programs and 
other in-home service Br 
grams. 

‘Mahank said the cuts pro- 
posed by GOP lawmakers 
would mean another 15 per- 
cent in funding. 

“The sad part of it is those 
are our most vulnerable 
clients,” he said. 

Mahank said any future 
cuts would generate waiting 
lists for in-home services 
although it has been the 
COA's long-time standing 
to maintain such services, 

“At this point we'll be 
able to survive the next cut, 
and I'm sure it's going to 
come,’ but it is going to 
hurt,” he said. 

Mahank noted that the 


potential cuts to home- 
delivered meals and in- 
home services is one the 
reasons the COA is hoping 
to negotiate a favorable 
lease with the Grayling 
Housing Commission for 
the Grayling Senior Center 
on Lawndale Street. 

At the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
meeting, a group of seniors 
asked county officials to 
reserve $1.5 million in fund- 
ing for a new senior center if 
a suitable site for the facility 
could be located. 

On Aug. 4, Crawford 
County voters nixed plans to 
relocate the senior center to 
the former Grayling Fish 
Hatchery building. Voters 
also rejected a plan to build 
a new senior center directly 
across from the fish hatch- 
ery On the east branch of the 
AuSable River. 

Stephenson said that 
county officials would make 
no firm commitment to ear- 
mark the funds for a senior 
center until a formal propos- 
al in presented to the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners. Officials 
are now looking at relocat- 
ing District Health 
Department #10 offices and 
other county offices to the 
fish hatchery building. 

“The people have spoken 
and they said no to both 
options,” Stephenson said. 
“Now, we have to clean the 
slate and we have to start all 
over again. Until there is a 
new proposal brought to us, 
I don't think there is anyone 
on this board will agree to 
spend money when we don't 
know what it's going for.” 


Stephenson added that 
officials in all county 
departments would be fac- 
ing the tough task of offer- 
ing services to residents if 
potential state cuts come to 
fruition. 

"It's staring with Office 


on Services to the Aging - 


and it's going on to mental 
health and it’s just going to 
keep going,” Stephenson 
said. " I'm sure we're going 
to have address some pretty 
weighty issues as we move 
forward. Pinching pennies is 
going to an understate- 
ment.” 

Vivian Powers, a senior 
who spearheaded the peti- 
tion campaign to put the 
proposal to move the senior 
center to the fish hatchery 
on the ballot, remains hope- 
ful that the Grayling Eagles 
Club property could be pur- 
chased for the facility. 

"That's a second home for 
a lot of seniors,” Powers 
said. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange, who is also a 
COA board member, said 
the cost to purchase the 
Eagles Club property plus 
the funds needed to renovate 
the building for use as a 
senior center made that 
option unfeasible. In addi- 


tion, the Crawford County 


Road Commission Board 
rejected an offer to sell 
property adjacent to the 
Eagles Club to make the site 
suitable for the senior cen- 
ter. 

Alice Snyder, the execu- 
tive director for the COA, 
said the senior center would 
remain on the board's 
monthly agendas as a dis-

“Where fun in life is your 
degree.” 

A local radio station also 
refers to itself as ie campus 
radio. 

Grayling area residents 
and their visitors have 
enjoyed the natural outdoors 
for many decades. The 


University of Grayling con- 
cept | takes the enjoyment, of 
the outdoors to..a higher 
level. 

The University of 
Grayling logo. was designed 
for use by all Grayling area 
businesses. Any new design 
or design changes must 
include the words “A Major 
in Nature.” 

Crawford AuSable 
Schools Superintendent Joe 
Powers said art students at 
the Grayling High School 
will be encouraged design a 
crest for the University of 
Grayling. The concept will 
also be used to promote the 
community and its natural 
resources which makes 
Grayling such a great place 
to work, live and play, 
Powers said. 

“T think anyway we can 
promote Grayling and every 
way we can promote 
Grayling — it is positive for 
our community,” Powers 
said. 

University of Grayling 
alumni may proudly display 


university decor such as T- 


shirts and other clothing 
items, car decals, blankets, 
mugs, photo frames and uni- 
versity banners without 
informing unsuspecting peo- 
ple who live out-of-state that 
the university is fictional. 
Ann Stephenson, owner of 
the Riverland Gear, said sev- 


eral shirts with the 
Unjyersity of Grayling logo 
were sold dyring the 
AuSable River Festival.
